Before leaving the subject of thrift, credits and sav- 
ings accounts, which are inevitably associated with the 
banking facilities of a community, and of which we are 
conscious of having lain a great deal of stress, the subject 
of credit ought to be given emphasis. 

The word “credit” is very. flexible in its meaning. 
Primarily, it refers to the facilities for loans made possi- 
ble by the accumulation of capital in banks, trust com- 
panies, savings, building and loan associations, and the 
like. Not the banks, but the people themselves bring 
about the force of capital that goes to build factories, 
homes and cities. 

Your little dollar can not do much good by itself to 
ward the bigger operations, but when amassed with the 
hundreds and thousands of dollars of you fellow citizens 
and dispensed through conservative channels such as the 
banks should, and in most cases do, afford, it becomes a 
part and parcel of the great financial force that turns the 
wheels of industry and commerce. Thus when you save a 
dollar, and stake it where it can keep on working, you 
actually have INVESTED that dollar for community 
good, besides added to your own independence and pro- 
tection. : 

This is no argument or reason, of course, for the sav- 
ing of money to the detriment of making purchases for 
sustenance, or enjoyment of life, or even for the lighter 
things for consumption and amusement; for strictly 
speaking, the miser is the only fellow who puts money 
where it does no one any possible good. It is rather 
that you may be able to accumulate suffiient means to 
afford the luxuries as well as the comforts, to which every 
human being on this mundane sphere is entitled. It is 
that you may draw upon your storehouse for individual 
and family needs, just as the community or the needs of 
capital draws upon your dollar through the financial in- 
stitution to supply or to enlarge its needs, \

his, ladies and gentlemen, is a 

picture of the only Japanese 
typewriter in captivity. It is known 
as the ‘‘Hobun” typewriter. It in- 
habits the offices of Shanghai, Tokio 
and other Oriental cities; is quite 
harmless but somewhat difficult to 
control, It is more complicated than 
the Theory of Relativity, runs as 
smoothly, as a_ tank crossing the 
Rockies and makes more noise than 
a duet by a boiler factory and a 
Salvation Army band, 

Its function is that of typewriting 
the Japanese language. t was in- 
vented by an Iris chanic named 
Kiota Sugimoto and was on the 
market in 1915. As a piece of 
machinery it is infinitely superior to 
the ‘typewritia Americana’. The 
latter very m has more 


than 40) tei 


keys, the Hobun has three thousand; 
the Americana prints a total of 84 
characters, and the Hobun nearly 
four thousand. Then again, anyone 
can operate the American variety 
but how many of our stenos could run 
a Hobun, with its thousands of keys 
and hundreds of levers, 

It_has (as we suspected) a unique 
key-board arrangement. In fact, it 
has no key-board ut all. The type is 
arranged face upward and serves the 
dual purpose of key-board and 
printing-type. To one side of the 
platen is a lever which, when de- 
pressed over the desired character, 
affectionately picks the character up, 
rubs it gently on an ink-roller an 
finally conveys it up to the platen on 
which the paper is rolled and thus, 

umphantly prints the character. 


We have stated that the machine is 
complicated but really it is simplicity 
itself you merely. learn the 
Japanese language and a few thou- 
sand of ideographic Chinese charac- 
ters; fumiliarize yourself with the 
Hobun’s three thousand keys, acquire 
mastery over its multiplicity of levers 
und then — go ahead and type. 


The specimen shown above was 
captured by Canadian Pacific officials 
in China and now occupies much of 
the floer space of their office in Shan- 
ghai. The expert Chinese steno- 
grapher seated in front of it, has been 

nown, when a rush is on, to produce 
as much as one whole page of neatly 
‘ped Chinese ideographs a day on his 
B oh un.
